DOCUMENTS RECORDED. 


While on this subject we may state 


that an erroneous impression 
seems 


to prevailregarding Venezuela. 
It 
is spoken ofas one of the petty re- 
publics ofSouth America. 
This is 


only true of the character 
of its peo- 


ple aud its national 
reputation. 
In 


area itranks fourth in size of the 
South American 
nations. 
It con- 


tains 
600,000 
square 
miles, nearly 


one fourth the size of the United 
States 
exclusive of Alaska. 
It is 


almost four times the size of Cali- 
fornia. 
The vast territory of Alaska 


lacks 
many 
thousands 
of 
square 


miles of equaling it in area. 
In 


population, however, its growth is 
sluggish, notwithstanding its rich- 
ness inresources, 
and its command- 
ingposition for commercial activity. 
Its inhabitants 
number about 
two 


and a half milllion—mostly a mix- 
ture of races. Her total liabilities to 
foreign nations are estimated at forty 
million dollars, which she is utterly 
unable 
to pay in her present 
un- 


poverished condition, 
with her 
in- 


dustries paralyzed 
by internal and 


external troubles. 


The Venezuelan 
trouble is iust 


now in the forefront of disqussion. 
Astate of war exists there, the war 
vessels of both Germany and Great 
Britain having established 
a strict 


blockade of its principal seaports. 
The cause 
of 
this 
demonstration 


against this southern republic is that 
the subjects 
of both Germany 
aud 


Great 
Britain have 
suffered 
out- 


rageously 
for many years past at 


the hands 
of Venezuelans. 
Large 


loans 
secured 
in Europe 
for rail- 


road and other 
improvements 
have 


been defaulted, 
both principal and 
interest, 
amounting 
practically 
to 


repudiation. 
Not only this, but the 


property of European 
subjects 
has 


not been 
respected, 
but has 
been 


seized 
and confiscated. 
Itis not 


reasonable 
that nations, which have 


always taken a pride in safe-guard- 
ing the interests 
of their subjects 


whether on domestic or foreign soil 
should tamely submit tosuch things. 
The United States 
is mainly inter- 


ested in this matter, because 
of its 


possible bearing on the Monroe .doc- 
trine. 
That doctrine is that 
no 


monarchical 
government 
shall ac- 


quire further territory in the West- 
ern Hemisphere. 
There is no de- 


sire 
to curtail 
the 
territory the 


European nations now have, but no 
accessiou 
must be made 
thereto. 


There can be little doubt that Ven- 
ezuela —the most explosive and rev- 
olution-loving country in the world— 


has presumed 
upon this 
doctrine. 


The determination 
of 
the United 


States to uphold it,has had the ef- 
fect of blunting the national 
con- 


science 
of Venezuela, 
leading it to 
play the role of robber and repudi- 
ator. 
Certainly 
the doctrine 
was 
never intended to encourage, 
much 


less to sanction, such 
schemes 
of 


national depravity. 
This govern- 


ment 
cannot 
object 
to 
coercive 


measures 
to compel any nation of 
South America to respect its obliga- 
tions, or to give fair treatment 
to 


foreigners residing within its juris- 
diction. 
The questions inissue have 


been 
referred 
to the Hague 
tri- 


bunal, and there is no doubt 
that 


justice willbe done, the British and 
Germans 
get their just dues, 
and 


Venezuela taught a lesson 
she will 


not be likely to forget, 
notwith- 


standing she has developed 
an ab- 


normal 
appetite 
for 
internicine 


strife and foreign imbroglios. 


The Angels Record 
reports 
that 


one of the first steps of the Sierra 
Railroad Company 
upon the com- 


pletion of their road to the bu&tling 
town of Angels, 
was 
to offer free 


transportation of fruit trees to that 
point. 
The managers 
of the com- 


pany are alive to the possibilities 
of 


the foothillsection as a fruitgrowing 
region. 
Tb >y want 
to develop a 


back freight traffic, and fruit cul- 
ture offers perhaps the most inviting 
prospect 
in this 
direction. 
The 


argument has been used in Amador 
county, that while a railroad to the 
mineral 
belt 
would have 
ample 


freight to the mines, we have nothing 
worth speaking of toship back. 
It 


would be a one-sided . traffic, every- 
thing coming in, and scarcely 
any- 


thing to send out. 
This argument 


is fallacious. 
The experience of a 


few years of the railroad 
to Angels 


willsuffice to explode this theory. 
A 
railroad 
will develop the 
re- 


sources of a county as nothing else 
can. 
Cheap and rapid transporta- 


tion to outside markets wouldspeed- 
ilywork a transformation 
scene 
in 


the agricultural and horticultural 
outlook of central Amador. 
A few 


miles 
east 
of Jackson 
the 
finest 


potatoes and 
apples 
that can be 


found in the state can be raised. 
The soilof that region seems 
to be 


peculiarly 
adapted 
for 
these pro- 


ducts. 
Inthis direction alone, 
with 


easy communication 
with the out- 


side world, a large industry might 
be maintained. 
Asit is, the culti- 


vation 
of these 
things is not de- 


veloped except on a small scale, 
to 


meet the limited local demand. 
A 


railroad to be operated 
by electric 


power is now in contemplation from 
Stockton to the mining districts 
of 


Tuolumne. 
This would be to some 


extent 
a competing line. 
It is 


strange that the far more inviting 
fieldfor railroad enterprise 
to the 


mineral regions of Amador 
county, 


offering as itdoes a monopoly of the 
carrying trade, should remain neg- 
lected. 
We have 
electric 
power 


right at our doors. 
Could 
not the 


power now used in the generation of 
lightduring the night time be avail- 
able for operating a railroad between 
Jackson and lone in daylight. 
It 


does seem surprising that a populous 
mining center like Jackson 
should 


be so long neglected in the way of 
railroad facilities. 


One 
Hundred

pair shop in Jackson for many years, 
died at the Globe hotel on Monday

month orso of his death. 
His failing 


health compelled him to quit boarding 
and sleeping in the rooms in the rear 
of his shop on-Main street, 
and for a 


week preceding the end he had been 
staying at the Globe hotel. 
Although 
it was evident to his friends that the 
final summons 
was not distant, they 


had no idea that it wouldcome so soon. 
The day before he died he was around 
and jovial as usual, and during the 
evening participated 
in.a game of 


cards. 
Monday, however, the attend- 
ing physician declared that it was a 
question of a few hours. 
Earlyin the 
morning one of the hotel attendants 
knocked at his room, and getting no 
response, reported to the landlord, Mr. 
Andersen, who thereupon forced open 
the door, and found Deletis ina dying 
state. 
He lived only a short time 


thereafter. 
The funeral took plaoe on 


Wednesday, the remains being interred 
in the Catholic graveyard. 
Deceased 
ha3been a resident of Jackson 
for the 
past fifteen years. He leaves one child, 
a girlof about 8 years, to whom he was 
devotedly attached, 
and 
to. whom he 
leftall his personal effects. It Is.re- 
ported that he carried an insurance 
policy of $1000 on his life, but this we 
have been unable to verify.
